Franklin  is  a  town  of  a1»ont  2,000  inhab¬ 
itant-*.  aitnvtcd  on  tli*  railroad  k flown  ns  the 
Dayton  Short  Line,  and  nlxm!  40  mile*  from 
Cincinnati.  When  the  woman’*  nor  on 
whisky  began,  fonr  tr.vk*  ng»,  tliere  were 
M  w«-n  wbhkr  *bop*  in  Fianklin.  The  ladle*, 
u  h<>  had  long  mourne  l  over  the  dissipa¬ 
tion  tliere,  determined  to  try  prayer  and 
moral  snaeion  ns  n  menu*  of  ridding  thtm- 
Hclrea  of  the  curse  end  the  movement  wan 
nt  once  begun.  The  women  went  to  work 
with  Jieart  and  *oul  enlisted  for  the  strug¬ 
gle,  and  the  urn  with  due  accord  stood  ready 
to  give  them  all  tly*  moral  and  pecuniary 
■upport  that  might  tie  ncrJtil.  During  the 
first  week  several  saloons  were  closed,  and 
.t  the  end  of  a  fortnight  only  two  held  out. 
A  few  days  later  the  sixth  closed,  leuving 
Imt  one  open,  and  that  ono  is  open  still. 
It  hough  four  weeks  have  elapsed.  This 
i*  Monger's  a  corner  grocery,  hut  groceries 
re  secondary  to  lirpiors  in  the  establish* 
.-neot.  There  is  no  sign  over  the  door,  hut 
'•wry body  seemed  to  know  what  is  sold 
within.  To-day,  while  the  l.ulies  were  gath¬ 
ering  in  front  of  the  house  some  dirty  fel- 
J.iws,  whiping  their  months  with  their  cont- 
sl-»evrr*,  c.m3  out  of  a  buck  ibior.  The 
group  of  women  was  soon  increased  to  a 
crow  1  of  nearly  100.  There  were  present 
representatives  of  all  gnulcs  of  respectable 
society,  all  neatly  clad.  Some  came  in 
drr*aeA  w  hich  told  of  recent  household  du* 
;ies,  and  others  were  evidently  just  from 
church.  All  cum®  with  umbrellas  and  wu- 
fc<  rproofR  in  readiness  for  the  rain  i.bout  to 
fall.  A  few  who  were  delicate  or  aged  were 
mv ted  on  chairs  provided  by  male  friend*, 
but  the  majority  stood  on  the  wet  pavement 
or  in  the  mud  of  the  street,  hut  ac.eiued  ns 
much  at  home  as  in  their  own  parlors. 
Twenty  feet  away  on  the  rood  leading  to 
the  eanai  aud  on  the  bridge  al>ove  it  were 
manv  tn*-n,  any  one  of  whom  wns  ready  to 
protect  the  women  from  improper  treat¬ 
ment.  ami  tunny  of  whom  were  already  eo 
exasperated  by  Monger’s  oh-stinficyvlliat  tliey 
.vonlil  have  needed  but  a  nod  to  have  mob¬ 
bed  hi*  establishment.  W  bile  I  looked,  a 
clear,  sweet  voice  raised  the  song —

The  hymn  concluded, a  venerable  old  Lidy 
kn»  if  in*  the  crowd,  and  with  a  voice  scarce¬ 
ly  audible  at  first,  hut  gathering  strength  as 
she  lieeame  excited,  earnestly  pleaded  with 
find  in  behalf  of  the  saloon-keeper  and  for 
blrs-inirs  upon  the  proceedings  of  the  friends 
of  th»*  cause  of  temperance.  Then  was  sung 
the  hymn,  “Working  for  Jesus,”  mol  the 
same  beautiful  young  lady  who  conducted 
the  singing  led  in  a  prayer, widely  is  ns  near¬ 
ly  as  possible  liere  recorded,  but  the  clo- 
q  leuce  and  tenderness  of  which  caunot  bo 
expressed  on  paper  : 

O’  r»nr  ITer.TPiilv  Father,  we  thank  thee 
that  thou  hast  permitted  thy  poor  nnwortliy 
servants  to  work  for  Jesus.  We  feel,  O 
Father,  today  that  it.  is  a  glorious  and  bless¬ 
ed  work  in  winch  we  are  now  engaged,  and 
we  can  never  bo  linffieiently  grateful  for  the 
d*nr  privileges  in  mercy  to  ns  granted.  We 
thnbk  time.  O  God.  more  than  we  can  tell. 
We  thank  thee  for  the  answers  thou  hast 
already  giyen  to  onr  prayers,  but  even  if  no 
auch  "1  orion*  answers  h-ul  been  given,  we 
sho’il  l  b  •  n  >  less  grateful,  for  our  hearts 
are  sifonrer  every  dav.  But,  Lord,  hear  us. 
w-' besnoch  Thee,  near  ns  yet  again  as  we 
pleed  whe^v.  we  have  so  often  pleaded  before 
f.-r  th«  chvibv?  of  this  lust  place  where  iu- 
foxici-ting  drinks  aro  sold  for  tho  ilesfcrue- 
ti«»n  oc  the  lives  and  souls  of  our  fellow-men. 
Lord,  bless  the  keeper  of  this  saloon  :  bless 
Mr.  M- »nger.show  him  the  error  of  his  wavs 
and  make  him  to  see  hbw  much  hie-  might 
do  for  rhe  cause  of  Christ  if  h«  were  to  give 
up  Ins  present  evil  ways.  Lord,  touch  his 
heart.  We  h*dieve  Thou  hast  touched  it, 
but  show  him.  blessed  Saviour,  how  sweet 
and  elorioiisThv  service  is  to  those  who  fol¬ 
low  it  in  love.  N-»r  is  this  all  wo  ask.  O 
Lord,  for  onr  hearts  are  full  of  grief  when 
we  see  the  temptations  which  beset  onr 
fathers,  brothers,  and  all  who  are  dear  to  us 
in  this  town.  Keep  them  in  the  right  way. 
and  remove  temptation  far  from  their  feet. 
But  while  we  ask  these  things.  O  Lord,  we 
would  l>e  submissive  iu  all  things  to  Thee 
Thon  knowest  best.  Make  ns  patient  t>a 
we  wait  for  the  manifestation  of  Thy  power; 
and  for  all  onr  blessings.  O  Lord,  we  thank 
Thee,  in  Jesus’s  uamc,  and  will  pruise  Thee 
evermore. 

During  Ihij  prayer  many  a  strong  mnn 
wept.  It  was  the  sweetly  earnest  voice  and 
the  simplicity  of  the  petition  that  brought 
the  tears,  hut  tliere  was  one  person  eutirely 
unmoved.  This  was  Monger  liim.*elf,  who, 
having  pnshetl  throngh  the  crowd  during  the 
first  prayer,  and  entered  the  saloon,  and 
••»uld  In*  sCen  sitting  ln-hind  the  bar.  cigar 
iu  mouth,  a  Cincinnati  newspaper  in  hi* 
hand,  his  feet  stock  npon  the  counter  and 
occasionally  winking  and  smiling  at  some 
invisible  sympathizer  in  the  dark  recess  of 
the  same  room.  At  the  window  there  was 
another  unmoved  person,  a  hoary-headed 
sinner,  who  seemed  much  amused  at  what 
was  going  on  ;  and  at  another  window  of 
the  same  honse  was  a  woman  whose  face  was 
hidden  by  the  blinds  and  whose  feelings 
therefore  could  not  l>e  divined.  Rain,  too, 
begaft  to  fall,  the  little  pool*  of  water  on  the 
tide*  tlk  were  deepenel,  and  the  streets  be¬ 
cause  even  muddier  than  la-fore,  but  theex- 
iT<-i  es  continued,  prayer  and  praises  alter¬ 
nately  rising  for  two  Lours  or  more,  and 
i  they  were  only  susjiended  to  give  the 
ladies  a ii  opportunity  of  meeting  in  another 
gt!>nil  ti  m|M-rauee  mass  meeting  in  one  of 
the  town  churches. 

Ordinarily  the  exercises  are  begun  at  5 


o'clock  in  the  morning  and  continued  nntil 
10  o’clock  at  night.  Yet  Monger  has  with¬ 
stood  these  women  foyr  weeks.  “How long 
do  yon  expi  ct  to  keep  this  thing  up  !  was 
asked  of  a  Quaker  lady  who  had  for  days 
Ixjsieged  a  saloon  in  an  adjoining  town.  T 
.don’t  know,”  replied  the  mother  in  Israel  ; 
“until  the  day  of  judgmcnt.unless  he  closes 
his  saloon  sooner.  ”

in  Illinois  This  gentleman  was  the  owner 
of  a  mule  possess^  of  unusual  ability  for 
producing  sweet  sounds,  it  having  been  as¬ 
certained  that  Jiis  voice  conld  be  heard  over 
x  circle  of  i  ight  miles  diameter.  Tho  mule 
was  killed, and  the  inventor  severed  the  head 
from  the  body.  The  head  was  then  care¬ 
fully  preserved  from  decay,  and  the  inner 
organs  were  covered  with  a  substance  that 
was  impervious  to  steam,  il  e  are  indebted 
to  the  Brooklyn  Rtgle  for  a  description  of 
tba  first  trial  of  the  invention: 

“A  short  piece  of  rubber  lio.se  was  attach¬ 
ed  to  the  wiud-pipo  and  connected  with  a 
steam  boiler.  It  was  a  moment  of  agony  to 
the  inventor,  a-s  he  placed  the  head  in  the 
hands  of  an  assistant  and  slowly  pulled  the 
valve  open,  a  moment  of  thrilling  interest  , 
as  the  steam  was  turned  on,  it  passed  into 
the  wind-pipe,  expelling  the  air  and  pro¬ 
ducing  a  sigh  followed  by  a  groan,  a  snort, 
a  chuckle,  than  a  violent  coughing  and 
sneezing.  As  a  full  head  of  steam  was  turn¬ 
ed  on.  the  most  fearful  noise, the  most  fright¬ 
ful  guffaw,  the  most  vociferous  bray,  that 
ever  assailed  mortal  ears  was  produced.  The 
lips  were  contracted,  disclosing  a  terrible 
array  of  tooth  ;  the  features  developed  a 
satanic  grin,  and  the  jaws  rose  and  fell  us 
the  steam  crowded  the  passages  ;  and  the 
ears  participated  in  the  general  movement, 
giving  to  the  head  an  excited  and  animated 
appearance.  The  man  who  was  holding  the 
head  gazed  upon  it  a  moment  with  dilated 
eyes,  colorles?  cheek*,  knocking  knoes  anil 
protruding  tongue  ;  ilieu,  suddenly  losing 
all  interest  in  the  performance,  he  emigrat¬ 
ed.  A*  for  the  inventor, his  success  exceed¬ 
ed  his  mu »t  s:tnguine  expectations.  For  an 
instant  ho  contemplated  the  head, his  coun¬ 
tenance  working  with  every  manifestation 
of  intense  delight ;  then  he,  too,  started, 
propably  to  learn  the  greatest  distance  to 
which  that  voice  would  peuetratc.  ”
